‘The First Gentleman Jazz... 
DUKE ELLINGTON 


No bandleader in modern times has enjoyed such steadfast 
popularity as Edward Kennedy Ellington, better known as 


“Duke”. 


In 1933 he conquered Br

itain and won recognition as a musical 


genius. Now, after a 25-year absence, he ‘is touring Britain 
again—and the critics and fans still hail him as the First Gen- 


tleman of Jazz. 


Duke Ellington has been 
called the = world's greatest 
bundleader—a description which 
he avéepts ons a statement of 
fact. Stravinsky .has described 
him as one of the — preatest 
modern composers, 

Yet be had no academical 
musical training, except for 
pinno lessons as a child. In his 
schooldays his friends and 
family expected him to beeome 
at commercial artist, 


Ellegant Ellington 


Duke Elllngton—he carned the 
tag at school by his. clegance— 
wus born jn a Washington D.C, 


tenement In 1899. His mother 

mude him read the Dible every 

doy—a habit he has never lost. 
\ 


Ellinglen was only 15. when 
he wrote his first composition, 
and as a young oman he was 
inspired by seving such planists 
as "Fats" Waller and Willie 
“The Lion” Smith. In 1926, the 
first Duke Ellington — band 
rocked the Jazz world, 


Within six years he was 
making $60,000 a year, On his 
1933 European tour his ardent 
fons included the Prince of 
Wales, now Duke of Windsor, 


. his men well, Composer, 


DUKE ELLINGTON 


whom Ellington taught to piny 
the drums. 

In 32 years as a bandleader, 
Ellington hus written nearly 
2,000 tunes — numbers like 

Solitude,” “Mood Indigo,” 

“Caravan,” “Sophisticated Lady” 
and “I'm Beginning to See the 
Light.” 


He has also shown a great 
flair dor writing revues, and for 
tho first performance of his 
suite ‘Harlem’ he conducted 
Toscanini's N.BC. Symphony 
Orchestra. 


Prolific Mass 


Although he {is one of the 
most prelifie of jazz composers, 
Filington has no sgeciul method 
for_iuckling his work. ‘Mood 
IndSgo." was curnposed in less 
hon oan hour; = “Scphisticated 
Lady" took several months. 


Duke Ellington Is a massive 
aman with Itrge pouches beneath 
his eyes. He eats a king-size 
stenk every day and describes 
his { “recreations” as sleeping 
and watching television. Now 
in his 60th year, He stil) makes 
long ond_ strenuous tours and 
keeps turning out new works at 
a prodigious rate. 


His Gimmick 


Since the death of his parents, 
and the separatton fron — his 
wife in 1929, he has had no 
reason to settle down in one 
place. 


One of the most remarkubie 
facts about Ellington's 15-piece 
orchestra Is that chonges are 
extremely rare; some in- 
strumentalists have. romained 
with it for more thin 20 years. 
This Js partly explained by the 
fact that Ellington writes, not 
for sections, but for ind!vidual 
members of the band. 


But he has his own way of 
explaining the loyalty of his 
band, = "E have a gimmick,” 
he says. “EK pay them ao tot 
of money." 


The Duke can afford to pay 
lanist, 
arranger, bandleader and song- 
writer, he has made more than 
a mililon dollars with his music 
—and earned every cent. 


Everything was "lopsy-turvy" 
and he did the time-honoured 
tricks which the American Pole 
dwellers pointed out to him. 

“I walked round the world In 
three minutes", he writes, “by 
circling the of] drums (placed 
by the Americans to mark the 
Pole} and thuo crossing every 
tlme zone on carth, 

“} twiddled the Mngers of my 
watch haphazardly knowing 
that wherever they rested it 
would be the right time = sinee 
every time zone converges on the 
Pole. 


“For the same reason, | was 
able to set off In diametrically 
opposite directions safe {nthe 
knowledge that’ on cach oc 
casion 1 was walking due north. 

“This was all nonsense and 
fun,"" 


In his book “The White 
Desert" (Hodder & Stoughton 
Ltd., London—10/-), Mr Bar- 
ber tells how he flew to 
McMurdo Sound in Antaretien 
and went on by alr tp the Pole, 
where he was held up by bad 
weather, ~ 


He found nine American 
Navymen and nine scientists 
living at the bottom of — the 
“most exciting and ‘bering 
assignment open to man,’* 


He ducked under a tunnel of 
snow ond entered the main 
living room of the camp. 


“The main hut hod tubular 
lighting and aluminium walls,” 
he writes. Along one side were 
five tables placed end to end 
with chairs or forms for eating 
or writing. That—with o-long- 
playlng gramophone at the end 
—took ‘up half of the. rectangu- 
lar room, 

“Alongside for a quarter of 
the room was the galley with 
its hot stove and coffee pots, 
The most conspicuous thing 
there was a Inrge block of snow 
from which the cook cut off a 
slice every time he needed’ 
water for the coffee-pot.

South Pole Santa 


Mr Barber spent last Christ- 
mas at the Pole. There was an 
American Santa Claus Jn a 
living room decorated with 
fairy lights and the men werc 
knee-deep in chocolates and 
fruit. cakes many of them from 
titonhymoug donors. 


There was a ‘fabulous din- 
ner of caviar, ronst turkey, a 
whole baked ham, corn meal, 
enndicd swect potatoes, aspara- 
gus, all sorts of sauces and 
ending with the — traditlonal 
pluin pudding, rmilncemeat tart 
and pumpkin pie, There was 
champnghe with the meal ond 
huvana clrats afterwards. The 
only thing that went wrong 
was un hour's delay in staging 
the cinema show while the film 
wns thawed out, 


Mr Barber tells, too, how, 
while st McMurdo Sound, he 
flew to Cape Evans by hell- 
copter and had “the strangest 
meal of my life." It was a 
meal cooked and tinned at least 
50 years ago and came from the 
enormous cuche of food teft by 
Scott for use in emergency. 

He had cooked = mutton 
heated on ao modern - cooking 
tablet followed by some ex- 
cellent stilton and still crisp 
biscuits, There was chocolate 
stlll good, and matches which 
still lit, The store had not 
been buried, but Jeft In a small 
hollow half-way up a hillside 
surrounded by snow, 

The book describes the 
British expedition's 2,200-mile 
crossing of Antarctica led by 
Sir Vivian Fuchs, and the un- 
expected dash to the Pole by 
Str Edmund Hillary, conquerer 
of Everest. 

Mr Barber says that for Jong 
‘Dr Fuchs had dreamed of 
meking the Trans-Antarctle 
crossing where Shackicton. had 
fuiled. His wife has told how 
on his honeymoon 23 years 
ngo he took maps and books 
ubout the South Pole and aven 
then mapped out the very. 
route he was eventually fo 
follow. 


He describes Dr Fuchs as 
“an explorer in the Scott 
tradition, aloof, well- 
mannered, completely  un- 
Interested In the passage of 
time.” 

Of Sir Edmund Hillary, Mr 
Barber writes; “I believe he had 
his dream of reaching the Pole 
for more than a year, Foam 
convinced thnt right from the 
time he agreed to be assistant to * 
Fuchs, he hoped he would rench 
the Pole first.” 

Mr Barber would Ike to go 
Yack to the Pole, 

“t went there to record the 
adventures of two great men 
with no knowledge of what lay 
In store for me,” he writes, “TE 
lem. three, months later with an 
indefinable feeling of excitement 
to which is added a secret hope, 
that I hardly dare to admit even 
to myself, that one day I may 
be able to return."—Reuter.

Ironically, British influence fs 


Indirectly to blame for this 
blood- for-sale. business. 

Chinese custom condemned 
blood transfusions as sorcery —o 
‘gure way ta det “devils’ " 
in the system. 

But elnce the war this super- 
sition has crumbled bofore the 
onslaught ofthe steady British 
campaign for Chinese donors to 
the island's . Government-run 
blood transfusion ecervice, 


Cashed in 


The fallen angels 
Chinese = medical 
quickly cashed In by  eclling 
blood to tottering men of 
wealth, anxious to follow the 
printed exhortation: — : 

"Get yourself a sccond fe. 
before you take that extra 
thife,” .

George Meany, President of 
the AFL-CIO, and other lsbour 
leaders promptly challenged 
that interpretation.
